Agnew Expected

WASHINGTON (AP) - An aide to 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew has 
hinted that Agnew will turn over to 
federal prosecutors the financial and 
tax records they seek in an investi­ 
gation of political corruption in 
Maryland. 


“I would not find it surprising if it

proceeding in that m anner.” J. Marsh 
Thomson, Agnew’s press secretary, 
said Monday night. He said Agnew 
intends to “provide everything which 
is pertinent at the appropriate tim e.” 


Judah Best, one of Agnew’s lawyers, 
refused to comment beyond saying a 
decision would be reached this week on 
whether to release the documents to 
U.S. Atty. George Beall in Baltimore. 
Beall had asked Agnew to turn over the 
records by 2 p.m. Thursday of last 
week. 
The records sought by Beall date 
back to the beginning of Agnew’s two- 
year term as governor of Maryland in 
1967. 
Agnew disclosed last week that he is 
under investigation by a federal grand 
jury for possible violation of tax, 
bribery,

laws. Never before has any president 
or vice president been involved in a 
criminal investigation while in office. 
Agnew said the charges against him 
were “damned lies.”

U.S. bomb will fall on Cambodia by 
m idnight (ED T) tonight, ending 
history’s longest air war that saw 
Indochina blasted with a record 7.4 
million tons of explosives. 
The extra six and a half months of 
bombing in Cam bodia a fte r the 
Vietnam ceasefire has added to doubts 
about the ability of air power to force 
political settlements in wars of this 
kind. 
Despite the backing of more than 430 
U.S. bombers and fighter bombers, 
Cambodia’s army of about 190.000 men 
was squeezed into enclaves by a 
Communist-led insurgent force about

Pentagon officials said no one can 
forecast with any confidence what will 
happen after the American warplanes 
halt their bombing runs.

The report concentrated on present 
fuel sources—coal, oil, gas and 
nuclear -and on those future sources 
that seem closest to reality, such as oil 
shale, coal gasification and the nuclear 
breeder reactor. 
On a tentative basis, the CEQ 
concluded, “ this report has significant 
implications for several aspects of a 
national energy policy. 
“F irst... energy conservation, to the 
extent 
feasible, 
is 
the 
m ost 
environmentally 
desirable 
way 
to 


meet our needs. 
“ Second, 
coal-fired 
electricity 
systems, which are shown to cause 
significantly more pollution than other 
fossil-fueled 
system s, 
could 
be 
controlled to a high level without 
impairing their economic viability.” 
The council said pollution control 
would increase the cost of coal­ 
generated electricity to the consumer 
by about 12 per cent. 
“ ...third, natural gas was shown to 
be a very clean source of energy .... 
However, it is in short supply ...,” the 
council said. 
No specific proposals were offered, 
but the report ended with a plug for the 
administration's legislative proposals 
to consolidate energy programs in a 
new Department of Energy and Nat­ 
ural Resources.

Price Hikes Further Pinch Pocketbooks

The pocketbook pinch 
worsened 
during the first two weeks of August as 
the nation prepared for further price 
hikes with Monday’s debut of Phase 4, 
an Associated Press m arketbasket 
shows. 
The AP has been keeping tabs on 15 
food and nonfood items in 13 cities 
across the country since March I, 
rechecking the prices at the beginning 
of each month with special surveys in 
between. 
A check made Monday showed fresh 
price rises on top of already-healthy 
increases that turned up earlier. 
The AP surveyed the prices in 12 
cities 
M onday. 
The 
prices 
in 
Providence, R.I., normally the 13th 
city in the m ark etb ask et, w ere 
unavailable because stores w ere 
closed due to a state holiday in honor of 
VJ Day. 


The survey showed that, from July 
31 to Aug. 13, 22 per cent of the 180 
items checked in the 12 cities went up 
in price; 8 per cent went down in price; 
57 per cent were unchanged; and 13 
per cent were not available on one of 
the two check dates. 


An earlier check showed that 17 per 
cent of the items in the 12 cities went 
up in price between July 23 and July 31. 
Six per cent went down during that 
period; 65 per cent were unchanged; 
and 12 per cent were unavailable. 


The results sounded like a broken 
record: eggs and pork chops led the 
list of higherprice items again. 
Food prices, except for beef, have 
been rising ever since President Nixon 
announced in July that processors and 
sellers could pass on increases in raw 
agricultural products. Beef prices are 
frozen until Sept. 12, despite m eat 
industry efforts to get the ceiling lifted. 


Further price increases—to reflect 
additional increased costs—will be 
allowed under Phase 4 on food and 
nonfood items. I^rge m anufacturers 
must give 30 days’ notice of their 
intention to raise prices, while smaller 
com panies 
can 
up 
the 
bill 
immediately. 
The total marketbasket bill in the AP 
survey was up in nine of the 12 cities 
checked. Most of the decreases were 
due to special sales on one particular 
item, rather than general declines. 
Eggs went up in price in IO of 12 
cities in the period from July 23 to July 
31 and were unavailable in the other 
two. They rose still further in 8 of the IO 
cities in the period between July 31 and 
Aug. 13. They stayed the sam e in one 
city, went down in one—Salt Lake 
City—and were unavailable in two. 
The price increases between July 31 
and Aug. 13 ranged from 4 per cent in 
Philadelphia, where eggs went from 99 


cents to $1.03 a dozen, to 28 per cent in 
I/)s Angeles, where they went from 69 
to 88 cents a dozen. Eggs already had 
gone up 25 per cent—from 79 to 99 
cents—in Philadelphia between July 23 
and July 31, and they rose ll per cent 
in Los Angeles during the last week of 
July. 
The price of a pound of center cut 
pork chops went up in 7 of 12 cities 
checked during the last week of July. 
Pork chops stayed the same in four 
cities and were unavailable in one. 
In the first two weeks of August, 
pork chops went up again in all of the 
seven cities where they rose earlier, 
went up in two of the cities where the 
price had remained stable, dropped in 
two and were unavailable in one. 
Increases in the price of pork chops 
between July 31 and Aug. 13 ranged 
from 3 per cent in Atlanta, where they 
went 
from 
$1.85 
to 
$1.91 
after 
remaining steady earlier, to IO per 


cent in Philadelphia, where the price 
per pound went from $2.05 to $2.25. 
Beef prices remained fairly steady, 
as did those on nonfood items. There 
were scattered instances of hikes in 
the price of frankfurters, however, and 
more and more shoppers found stores 
were out of beef. 
The cities used for the AP survey 
are:

Faces Charges 


Filed By CEA

(CEA) has filed its second formal 
complaint against a grain exporter 
involved in last year’s massive wheat 
sale to Russia. 


The authority announced Monday it 
has charged the I/niis Drevfus Corp. of 
New York with willfully understating 
its wheat holdings during July-October 
1972. 
Dreyfus shipped about 18 per cent of 
the 440 million bushels of U.S. wheat 
exported to the Soviet Union in 1972-73. 
The controversial grain sales by 
private firms were made under a U.S.- 
Soviet agreement signed July 8, 1972. 


The CEA is investigating all firms 
that sold wheat to Russia. Its latest 
com plaint, 
however, 
did 
not 
specifically draw a link between 
Dreyfus’ alleged understating of 
holdings and the Russian deal. 


Various investigations of the wheat 
sales have produced allegations that 
firms dealt secretly in cash with 
Russian buyers before the pact was 
signed, falsified their records to keep 
their 
positions 
hidden 
from 
com petitors 
and 
m anipulated 
commodities futures markets. 


The authority 
had 
previously 
charged Continental Grain Co. Inc., 
which shipped more than half the 440 
million bushels, with willfully filing 
inaccurate, incomplete statements on 
its transactions during roughly the 
same July-October period.

“This was simply not my beat,” 
Ehrlichman said at a news conference 
Monday. “I simply had no right to step 
in.” 
Ehrlichman gave up a lucrative 
Seattle zoning law practice to join the 
1968 Nixon campaign and then rose to 
power in the White House until the Wa­ 
tergate scandal forced him to resign as 
chief domestic adviser to the President 
on April 30. 
Now he is home. The Ehrlichmans 
are living in the house on the east side 
of I^ake Washington they occupied 
before moving to Washington, D.C. 
The new owner is in Australia and is 
renting it to the Ehrlichmans. 
Standing in his front yard just 30 feet 
from the water, a relaxed Ehrlichman 
entertained newsmen’s questions for 
45 minutes in what he said would be his 
last news conference or interview in 
the foreseeable future.

Damage Suit

scendants of the Apache warrior 
Geronimo plan to renew their legal 
battle with the government to collect 
damages for an alleged atrocity which 
decimated their tribe around the turn 
of the century 
The Indian Claims Commission 
already has awarded members of the 
Chiricahua Apache tribe more than $16 
million in return for the seizure of their 
ancestral 
lands in 
Arizona, 
New 
Mexico and Mexico. 
But the Chiricahuas are demanding 
millions more, claiming they were 
imprisoned by the government under 
inhumane conditions for 27 years. 
Government documents show the 
Chiricahuas, mostly old men, women 
and children, were transported to 
internm ent 
camps 
in 
Florida, 
Alabama and Oklahoma after being 
evicted from their homelands. 
The Apaches originally filed suit 
against the government in 1949, asking 
for $7.5 million in damages—$14.3 
million in today's dollars. 
Lawyers for the government did not 
contest the facts, but in 1971 the Indian 
Claims Commission dismissed the suit 
on grounds it did not have jurisdiction 
over wrongs suffered by individuals— 
only those suffered by an entire tribe. 
The 
commission 
held 
it 
was 
“ irrelevant that each and every 
member” of the tribe was imprisoned. 
The ruling was upheld on appeal by 
the U.S. Court of Claims, but lawyers 
for the Apaches are preparing a sec­ 
ond appeal and say they will take their 
case to the Supreme Court if 
necessary.

111 winds blown from the 
United States dollar have 
buffeted the Japanese yen 
among other currencies, and 
the Japanese now have some 
advice for U S. economists:

“ In view of the predominant 
role and responsibility of the 
United States in the world 
economy,’’ he said, “ it is our 
strong wish that the United 
States would cope with and find

affect trade and economic 
cooperation between them 
persist. 


Cities And Symbols 


When St. Louis completed its 
Gateway 
Arch, 
tallest 
monument in the nation at 630 
feet, there was discussion 
whether other cities would 
engage in sim ilar cultural 
enterprises. 
Cities these days seldom 
build out and out monuments, 
structures that are supposed to 
be merely symbols without 


apparent utilitarian purpose. 
Mostly they construct public 
buildings or auditoriums or 
bridges or occasionally a 
fountain or a mall. 
Surely American society has 
reached a new stage, when it is 
possible to erect an answer to 
the Eiffel Tower. 
But the St. Louis arch serves 
a utilitarian purpose. It is a 


tourist attraction. People go to 
the Missouri metropolis just to 
see it. 


Perhaps St. Louis’ example 
will yet spur civic enterprise 
and interest in cultural matters 


in other cities. Many cities 
which have not neglected these 
attributes have found the 
material payoff rewarding. 


Come 
Out Nixon 


If the account of the Nixon tapes 
given by H.R. Haldeman before the 
Ervin committee is accurate, the two 
important tapes Haldeman 
has 
listened to bear out the President’s 
claim of innocence in the Watergate 
affair. Why then not release to the 
Ervin committee or some other body 
the relevant portions, close out the 
whole Watergate affair, and get on 
with the practical affairs of the nation? 
The amazing answer being put about 
by White House aides is the Nixon’s 
refusal to do this is not based primarily 
on the claim of Executive privilege or 
separation of powers, this being 
merely the avowed rationale. No, they 
say, even though the tapes do support 
Nixon’s version they are being held 
back because, intertwined with talk 
pertinent to Watergate, are some 
“ blunt” political judgments and 
“ language” which Nixon believes 
would “ damage the office of the 
Presidency.” 
People would be shocked and 
disillusioned, that is, if they heard 
Nixon say what he really thought about 
assorted politicians or if a series of 
earthy expressions passed his lips. 
I don’t know, some people might be 
shocked, but my own feeling is that 
that this would raise Nixon to new 
heights of popularity and gain Nixon 
an affection he has never been able to 
arouse. 
Richard Nixon in his own way shares 
with Lyndon Johnson a peculiar 
characteristic. There exists a huge gap 
between the private and the public 
men. With a small group of people he 
knows, Nixon is direct, realistic, 
humorous, and often startlingly 
candid. He swears. He uses vivid 
imagery. He is frequently scatological. 
In public an amazing transformation 
occurs. An oppressive respectability 
settles over the fellow. He becomes 
almost prim. He walks without 
swinging his arms. His speeches are 
full of stale protestations of virtue. He 
seems to think that everyone expects 
the President-as distinguished from 
Dick Nixon-to be some sort of civics 
book, a Sunday school paragon.

Of course, a gap usually does exist 
between a man’s public and his private 
face. John F. Kennedy was not in 
reality the .spartan idealist of the 
public presentation. He was rather 
indolent and in indifferent health, he 
was cynical, and as everyone knows he 
was lecherous. He was not very 
literary, despite all those quotations. 
When he was not preoccupied with 
some starlet, he liked to shoot the 
breeze with his old Navy buddies. 
But in Nixon, the gap is extreme, 
and, in contrast to Kennedy, the public 
artifact is a liability. Kennedy put on a 
better act. 
One of the few good things to come 
out of the mood of the 1960s was an 
impatience with pretense. The gap was 
narrowed between the real self and the 


social one. The “ kids” have plenty of 
faults, but their impatience with 
humbug is not one of them, and I think 
it has spread elsewhere in the society. 
If Nixon is heard to utter a few four- 
letter words, the Oval Office will not 
turn into a pumpkin, and he will not be 
run out of town. Instead, people will 
begin to think he’s human. After all, 
one of things people liked about 
Harry Truman was his directness, his 
willingness to be himself. They did not 
hold it against him when he said what 
he thought or even when he told off that 
music critic in earthy terms. If the 
White House tapes reveal Nixon as he 
actually is and as his close associates 
see him to be on a daily basis, this will 
be one of the best things that has ever 
happened to him. 
Small Cars Take Spotlight 
As Industry Moves Intol 974 


DETROIT (AP) - Spurred by the 
gasoline shortage, small car sales are 
higher than ever and are expected to 
take the spotlight when the U.S. auto 
industry presents its 1974 models next 
month. 
Ford, General Motors, Chrysler and 
American Motors all put heavy 
emphasis on their new offerings at the 
smaller, lower-priced end of the line. 
The U.S. automakers sold 1,759,706 
compact and subcompact cars in the 
first seven months of 1973, an increase 
of 436,333 over the same period last 
year. The small cars accounted for 29.3 
per cent of U.S. domestic auto sales in 
the first seven months of this year, 
compared with 22.4 per cent in the 
same period of 1972. 
Small foreign cars also are selling 
well. Volkswagen sold 296,934 cars in 
the first six months of this year, 
compared with 265,366 in the first half 
of 1972. 
Mazda, the only car on the U.S. 
market with the Wankel rotary engine, 
has sold 73,055 cars so far this year, 
compared with 27,210 for the same 
period last year. 


The increases have occurred despite 
the dollar devaluation that made 
imports more expensive. “ The dollar 
devaluation didn’t help, but the fuel 
crisis did,” said a spokesman for 
Volvo, which reported sales of 34,122 
cars in the first six months this year. 
That’s almost 7,000 more than in the 
same period last year. 
The U.S. automakers aren’t ignoring 
the big cars—which George Romney, 
former president of AMC, once called 
“gasoline guzzling dinosaurs.” But it 
appeared virtually certain that the hot 
spot in the 1974 auto sales race would 
be the small car field. 
Entries such as AMC’s 
new 
compact-sized Matador II coupe and 
Ford’s rejuvenated Mustang line were 
typical of offerings in that category.

Speaking Of Your Health

I am 42 years old and am in good 
health except for one problem that 
bothers me. 
It seems that almost every night I 
am suddenly wakened by a cramp in 
the calf of my leg that makes me 
scream out in pain. 
I dread going to sleep. What can I do 
about it? 
Mrs. M...,Tenn. 
Dear Mrs. N.: 
This is a common complaint that can 
be caused by any one of a variety of 
conditions. 
Anyone who has experienced these 
sudden spasms of the muscles of the 
legs or the feet knows how distressing 
this can be. The spasm may last for 
only a few minutes, but the anxiety 
associated with it persists. 
A sudden cramp simply means that, 
for some reason, there has been 
momentary interference with the 
normal blood supply to the muscle. 
Arteries bring blood and oxygen to the 
leg muscles. When the free flow is 
interferred with, spasm may occur. 
In the elderly, arteriosclerosis is one 
of the major causes interfering with 
the normal rapid flow of blood. 
Some people may develop a spasm of 
the legs if their bed sheets bind them 
down too tightly. 
Varicose veins may exist without the 
usual blue mark evidenced on the skin 
surface. Deep-seated varicose veins 
may cause the spasms you describe. 
A great many people will complain 
of muscular spasms and painful 
cramps while walking. A condition 


knows as Buerger’s disease is 
associated with claudication, an 
arterial spasm that creates painful 
cramps of the muscles. 
The very first thing you should do is 
to be examined and see if some 
underlying ailment is causing your 
vascular spasms. 
Tobacco is a great offender, 
especially in Buerger’s disease. The 
accumulated concentration of tars, 
toxins, and nicotine in tobacco plays an 
important role in these painful 
cramps. 
If you do smoke, you should first try 
to eliminate tobacco. 
There is an unfounded idea that 
when a cramp wakes you in the middle 
of the night you should pop out of bed, 
jump up and down, and slap the 
muscle as hard as you can. If you have 
tried this then you know that it only 
serves to accentuate the pain. 
For a long time, quinine as an anit- 
spasmatic has been recommended. 
Apparently, for some people it is 
effective. If your doctor prescribes it, 
you may find it helpful. 
Many people find that when a spasm 
occurs, there is a simple movement 
that can ease the pain. 
Lie flat on your back. Forcefully 
bring your toes upward, pointing them 
toward your head. Strain to keep the 
toes in this position for at least a 
minute. 
The spasm 
w ill often 
disappear. 
The application of moist, warm 
towels to the cramped muscle can be 
beneficial, too.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States will take its time reducing 
massive American air power in 
Southeast Asia after all bombing in 
Cambodia ends at midnight Tuesday. 
Some U.S. war planes, including B52 
heavy bombers, will remain in 
Thailand indefinitely as a deterrent to 
possible new North Vietnamese of­ 
fensive thrusts. 
Pentagon officials say a continued 
American m ilitary presence in 
Thailand is justified under the nearly 
two-decade-old Southeast Asia Treaty. 
According to present planning, 
officials say, the United States will 
start pulling out some of its 660 planes 
and 45,-000 American servicemen 
about a month after the bombing halt.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio 
could receive $39 million this year to 
help solve 
mass transportation 
problems in the state’s big cities.

Phillip Richley said Monday Ohio 
expects a total of $168.8 million this 
fiscal year from the Federal Highway 
Act of 1973. President Nixon signed the 
$22.9 billion appropriation measure 
Monday. 
The three-year act “ has opened the 
door for mass transit and provided 
local options for using money, but has 
not closed the door on highways,” 
Richley said. 
He said $39 million of Ohio’s share 
could be earmarked for easing 
transportation problems in Cleveland, 
Columbus, 
Cincinnati, 
Toledo, 
Youngstown, Dayton, Akron and 
Canton. 
Local funding proposals will be 
needed to obtain the federal money, 
Richley said. 
“ We need the urban areas working 
hard on their local transportation 
problems. If they don’t get the money,

Richley said the local areas will 
decide whether the funds are spent on 
mass transit or highways.

PRINCETON, N J. (AP) - A recent 
survey indicates American attitudes 
toward premarital sex and some 
nudity have 
become much more 
liberal than they were four years ago, 
says the Gallup Poll. 
In the Ju ly 6-9 survey, 48 per cent of 
the 1,544 persons questioned said they 
thought premarital sex is wrong. In a 
1969 survey, 68 per cent held that 
opinion. 
Forty-three per cent said it was not 
wrong when asked: “ Doyou think it is 
wrong for people to have sex relations 
before marriage or not?” The re­ 
mainder had no opinion. 
In July, 55 per cent of those surveyed 
said they would be offended by nude 
pictures in magazines, and 59 per cent 
thought topless waitresses would 
offend them. The 1969 survey showed

magazine nudes; 76 per cent by topless 
waitresses. 
Those who would object to nudity on 
the stage have declined from 81 per 
cert in 1969 to 65 per cent.

Asks Increase 


MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) -Armco 
Steel Corp. today announced it has 
applied to the Cost of Living Council 
for a 5 per cent increase for sheet steel. 
Sheet steel is used primarily in the 
manufacture of automobiles and 
appliances. 
Armco said the increases are the 
same sought June 17 but disallowed by 
the Council in compliance with Phase 
IV of President Nixon’s economic 
controls. 
Armco said it asked tor the increases 
to become effective 30 days after Sept. 
12 in compliance with the required 30- 
day waiting period under federal 
regulations. 
An Armco spokesman said the 
increases do not reflect the dollar for 
dollar increases in costs incurred by 
the company. 
If applied on an industrywide basis, 
the spokesman said, as measured by 
1972 shipments, it is estimated the 
increase would be two per cent of sales 
revenue. 
Armco said there have been no price 
increases in the past 19 months for 
sheet steel in spite of employment 
increases of eight per cent in both 
August 1972 and August 1973. 
There has also been a 50 per cent 
increase in the price of scrap iron and 
substantial increases in the prices of 
all other materials, fuels and services, 
the company said.

aerodynamicist and a specialist in the 
field of turbulence. 
He never did a controlled study of 
pitched balls, but Corrsin is a baseball 
fan and has been quoted widely on why 
knuckleball and spitters do what they 
do. 
During 
his explanation, Corrsin 
throws out scientific term s like 
Magnus force, Venturi effect and 
Bernoulli’s equation, among others. 
He’ll never be a Hank Aaron, but this 
is what Corrsin sees from the batter’s 
box: 
When a baseball goes through air, it 
separates the opposing flow of air and 
creates a mass of mixed air in its 
wake, Corrsin said. 
A norm ally spinning fast ball, 
thrown overhand, follows a straight 
path because of the top and bottom air 
pressures, said Corrsin. The spin 
keeps the wake from being irregular 
enough to change the path. 
A curve ball is different. Corrsin said 
spinning the ball with a forward 
motion makes the airflow around it 
unequal. That makes the ball curve, he 
said, despite the pundits who have over 
the years tried to prove a baseball 
doesn’t curve. 
The less the ball spins, the more 
movement the ball will have because 
the main force is coming from the 
irregular airflow behind it. 
Spitballs, knuckleball, greaseballs, 
fork balls, palm balls all have little or 
no spin. A good one appears to jerk 
through the air. “Any moist substance 
permits the ball to slip out of the 
pitcher’s fingers with very little spin,” 
said Corrsin. He pointed out that the 
substance on the ball during its flight 
has no effect on the ball’s behavior. 
Try telling that to a batter.

That’s right, 8*6 hours. It 
starts at 6:30 a .rn. and ends at 
3 p.m. Four anchormen keep 
things going, each doing two 
hours on the air in a visual 
version of all-news radio with 
live, film and videotape 
offerings. 
Uke RN BC, KMEX is in 
Los Angeles, a good television 
town where innovations seem 
to occur two or three years 
before New York gets wind of 
them and orders duplicates 
made 
K M EX, a UHF station 
whose 
viewing

American, began its all-news

were made a week after the 
show began, Villanueva said.

and reports on a variety of 
topics — leisure, business, 
education, aerospace and 
consumer news. 
The show also has stock 
market updates, weather and 
sports reports. Three of the 
last are done by Villanueva, a 
former weekend sportscaster 
on KNBC-TV and a field goal 
specialist for the I^os Angeles 
Rams and Dallas Cowboys 
before television beckoned. 
The entire show is done in 
English until it signs off for 
the day and KMEX begins its 
regular 
Spanish-language 
programming. Villanueva is 
the first to admit the all-news 
show is running his staff 
ragged. 
“I tell you, you’ve never 
seen people work so hard,” he 
said of his 28-member news 
staff. “ But they’ve been just 
like troupers. They sense that 
we’re doing something that’s 
never been done before, that 
we’re revolutionizing our 
industry.”

The tapes demanded by Cox covet 
eight meetings and one telephone 
conversation between June 20, 1972 
three days after the Watergate break 
in, and April 15, 1973.

headquarters, Nixon met with H H 
Haldeman, then his staff chief, and 
John W. Dean III, then his counsel.

job. Dean said he interpreted Nixon’s 
remarks as evidence the President 
was aware of the cover-up. 
Haldeman, who told the committee 
he had listened recently to the tape of 
the meeting, said there was discussion 
of the Watergate case, but denied 
Nixon congratulated Dean on his ef­ 
forts to thwart the investigation.

investigation of the shootings. 
Whether Norman’s gun was fired

Norman, who now works for the riot- 
trained special operations division of 
the District of Columbia police 
department, has refused comment.

NEWARK, Ohio (AP) — Union 
officials have moved to end the six- 
week strike against Ohio Power Co. by 
asking the company for the first 
bargaining session since the walkout 
began. 
Jim Dean, spokesman for Locals 981

Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, 
said Monday the union has not met 
with the company since about 500 
employees struck plants in Newark, 
Zanesville and Steubenville July I. 
Ohio Power has been negotiating 
with members of the Utility Workers of 
America who are on strike at plants in 
Ohio and West Virginia. 


Ohio Bell Public Relations Vice 
President Joseph Reed said the rate 
increase was “ less than we felt was 
needed,” but he said the company 
agreed to the lower figure because we 
“ desperately need more revenue 
immediately.”
